Drs. Johnston and Berge were ar­ 
raigned before Justice of the Peace 
John B. Cox and the date of their 
preliminary 
examinations 
set 
for 
July 16. 


“Eighteen states now have straight 
chiropractic boards." said Dr. John­ 
ston today. “Seven other states ^ive 
chiropractics legal recognition. 
One 
state and one territory exempt chiro­ 
practic from medical practice laws. 
Twelve state supreme courts have 
held that drugless healing was not 
the practice of medicine. 


“I am determined to carry the 
case into the highest courts, if neces­ 
sary," said Dr. Johnston. 
“I do not 
practice medicine, which can be at­ 
tested by my patients in this city. 


"My attorney, Clyde Bishop, fells 
me that the State Medical Law is so 
drastic that even a mother could not 
legally take care of her own child in 
case of illness.”

Also, the backbone encloses and harbors the spinal cord and affords a means of 
exit for the spinal nerves. 
The spinal cord, a long, cylindrical structure made up of the 
same matter as that of the brain and having the same coverings, originates in the lower 
back portion of the brain, then penetrating the center and top of the spinal column, 
continues on all the way down the backbone. 
This long continuous opening through the 
center of the backbone is known as the spinal or neural canal. 
The spinal cord being

cranial cavity in the head, suddenly narrowing down at its base and then extending on, 
snakelike, throughout the length of the back. 
Beginning in this cord as a center, thirty- 
one pairs of great trunk nerves emerge from the backbone through openings or windows 
formed in the several joints on each side of the spine. 
When all the parts that form these 
joints are in right position, the openings or windows are large enough to allow the nerves 
to pass through without friction or pressure. 
On the other hand, when a strain or jar or 
shock communicated to the spine subluxates or changes the shape of one or more of the 
joints, the nerve openings are bound to narrow down or diminish in size, with the result 
that the nerves cannot get through without some degree of pressure, consequently 
causing a deficiency of nerve transmission or action. 
The thirty-one pairs of trunk nerves (one pair to a spinal joint), in their course 
after leaving the backbone continually keep branching off into smaller and smaller 
branches until they either directly or indirectly reach every portion of the body, even 
unto the smallest parts. 
The reason for this arrangement is as follows: 
All the organs 
and tissues of the body are so many machines designed to do work. 
The power that 
guides and propels this machinery is produced in the brain, is then transmitted down the 
cord where it switches off into the various trunk nerves in order to be everywhere 
distributed 
When this power is properly delivered by the nerves, the organs respond 
and do their work properly and the result is health. 
When the nerves because of a 
mechanical interference fail to fully transmit the brain energy, the organs are unable to 
fully perform their duties and the result is weakness and ill health.

tion is to be found in the joints of the backbone, where a physical strain of some kind 
has displaced the bones and constricted the spinal openings, producing a bony pressure 
upon the nerve and in this manner restricting the normal flow of brain current to the 
various organs and tissues of the body.

ON RE-DISTRICTING 


From 40,000 to 50,000 Russians are reported assembled in Con­ 
stantinople with the view of emigrating to the United States, but they are 
Ending that entrance into this country is not going to be as easy for some 
individuals as in the past. 
For instance, in connection with their applica­ 
tions for passports, they discover that would-be immigrants from Russia are 
now being, examined rigorously as to whether they have leanings toward 
Bolshevism. 
The experience the American government has had with some 
Russians it afforded a haven from persecution by the Czar naturally com­ 
pels it to exercise greater care in admitting others. 


While the county must be kept a land of opportunity to foreigners who 
would come here in good faith as prospective citizens, it must never be one 
of opportunities to the anarchistic types. 
Practically all of the undesir­ 
able types deported from the United States in connection with the war and 
after-war troubles hailed from Russia. 


It would be inexcusable if, after having to deport a number of Russian 
immigrants, any should be received from that country without the greatest 
precautions against admission of more of the anarchistic and ingrate brand. 


Now th at vacation tim es are here, 
thousands of plant w orkers In the 
Studebaker factories at South Bend, 
Indiana, and D etroit, M ichigan, are 
looking forw ard to a real Innovation 
for factory w orkers—a vacation with 
pay. 
For m any years this idea has 
been in force in offices, but m echan­ 
ics and other industrial w orkers nev­ 
er used to know the joys of vacation 
tim es.

The automobile, and more particularly the automobile that can be 
made over into a carry-all kind of stage, is responsible for holding back 
the development of half a dozen communities in Orange County. 
It is 
likewise responsible for some of the growth of the established cities. 


How so? 
Here’s the answer; 
A few years ago, the development of large packing-houses such as 
are found at a number of places in Orange County well removed from 
centers of population would have meant that small communities should 
develop. 
m 
Employes of packing-houses would have had to live at no great 
distance from the packing-houses. 
But these days, scores of men and women who work in packing­ 
houses well removed from town, continue to live in town. 
W hat’s a few miles, four, six or eight of 'em? 
The packiag-house management out at Villa Park sends an auto­ 
mobile into Orange every morning, gathers up the help, deposits the 
workers at the packing-house, and in the evening transports them back 
to Orange. 
» 
The same thing is done by some other packing-houses. 
And it is done by ranch companies and ranch owners, too. 
There are quite a number of automobiles making two trips into 
Santa Ana every working day of the year gathering up and delivering 
employes.

DRILLING DEEP WELL 


AFTER WATER, NOT OIL 


A big derrick of the type that was 
used in drilling a deep water well 
on the William Jeffrey ranch near 
Irvine has been erected on the Ir­ 
vine ranch at a point in the low 
ground a quarter of a mile south of 
the state highway below Tustin.
